JUSTICE SCORES. 


CYNICAL comments on the apparent 


ease with which "malefactors of great 
wealth" manage to keep outside of the 
penitentiary, even after conviction, are so 
familiar that it is a genuine pleasure to 
chronicle the event when one of them does 
come to grief. And when this news is si- 
multaneous with the announcement of the 
failure of other rich swindlers, already in- 
carcerated, to obtain their freedom it is 
even more refreshing. 


-Most readers will have no trouble re- 


calling the decline and fall of John R. 
Walsh of Chicago and Charles W.N&orse 
of New York. 
.Both were high-toned 


pirates of a type more approved a few 
years ago than now. Both operated strings 
of banks and trust companies on a plan 
which soon or Me brings disaster. 
At 


first they were high financiers, captains of 
"industry if you please, but when the 
proper authorities began to scrutinize their 
methods they stood revealed as common 
thieves. They had robbed and plundered, 
raided and wrecked, made bankrupts of 
c'onfidmg friends and depositors, until when 
the inevitable crash came there was noth- 
ing left but woe and desolation. 
x 


It cost the United States Government a 


lot'of money and effort to land this precious 
pair of swindlers behind the bars of Federal 
prisons, for of |gs$$fr they- were "well 
heeled" and «bunP*jftly able to hire clever 
lawyers to ^defend t|em,. According to es- 
tablished precedent they should have gone 
scot free, even after-being convicted. But 
somehow even that- staunch friend of the 
rich crook, the technicalities of the law, did 
not save them, and both went to prison- 


Perhaps nobody but President Taft him- 


self knows the strength of the pressure 
brought to bear on him to secure pardons 
for these men. Powerful financial interests 
backed the appeals, especially the one made 
in Morse's behalf.' Both were pictured as 
physical wrecks who would die within six 
months if imprisoned. The untiring zeal of 
Morse's wife

aroused no little sympathy for him. But 
the President refused to intervene. 


That was perhaps a year ago, and now

Livy, in which St. Peter and St. Paul 
were imprisoned. It is, next to the 
walls of- the Roma Quadrata, the ear- 
liest building extant. 
' ' . ' . - 


The Mamertino prison consists of 


two chambers, one above the other. 
The lower, known as the Tullianum, 
was probably built originally ao a cis- 
tern, whence its name.: which is de- 
rived from tho archaic Latin word 
tullius, a Jet of water. 
The Tullia- 


num Is a circular chamber, partly 
exca-vatod from the rocks and partly 
built of tufa blocks-, each layer of ma- 
sonry .projecting a little over that Im- 
mediately below, so as to form a coni- 
cal vault. 
When the upper chamber 


was constructed, the top of the cone 
was probably cut oft, and tho present 
roof, consisting of a flat arch of tufa 
blocks, substituted. 


The upper chamber of this prison 


is an jrregular quadrilateral, and con- 
tains an inscription recording a res- 
toration'made-In A. D. 21. Sallust.de- 
scribes the Tullianum.' or lower cham- 
ber, as a horrible dungeon, "repulsive 
and terrible on account 
of neglect, 


dampness and smell." 


In tho floor of the Tullianum is 


well, which, according to the legend, 
miraculously came into existence while 
St Peter was imprisoned here,- en- 
abling the apos-tlo'to baptize his jail- 
ers, Sts. Proce«9us and Martinianus. 
The well, however, existed prior to 
this date, and there is no reliable evi- 
dence that the chief of the apostles 
was ever imprisoned in tha Tullianum.

From the Eighth century the tradition 
of the Acts of Sts. Processus and Mar- 
tinlamis, relative to tho imprisonment 
of St. Peter in the- Tuliianum, was uni- 
versally a«icepted. 


When the upper chamber was built. 


presumably for a prison, according 
to Livy, the builders discovered the 
earlier building below it and mad« an 
awkward connection by cutting off 
the upper part of the false dome and 
covering the opening with flat .slabs 
which formed the floor of the upper 
chamber, with a connecting trap door, 
This floor was considerably above the 
level of the Forum, on', the declivity, 
and was reached by a flight of stairs 
called the Scalue Gefnoniae ("stairs of 
Sighs"), where the execution pf im- 
portant prisoners took p'l»ce and their 
bodies were exposed during tho. tri- 
umphal processions, before the ascent 
to the capltQl.
